Tlie faliot were small 
and --.tiled in fleshy p.u-t.--, so that the 
qr.ecu r«r i lly recovered and the judge's 
diplomacy .soon placed htm in favor again.

A Bureau of Health. 


WASHINGTON Cur, July '&.— Coleman 


of Louisiana introduced in the house Mon- 
day a bill to create a bureau of health and 
to prevent the introduction and extension 
of contagious and infectious diseases in 
the United States. The bill authorizes 
the president to appoint B, chief commis- 
sioner of health at a salary of $5,000 per 
annum, who shall be under the secretary of 
the interior, and who shall hold his office 
until 70 years of age, unless removed by 
the president. The president "Is also au- 
thorized to appoint a health commission 
to be composed of twenty members, di- 
vided as follows: Five commissioners of 
the yellow fever section and three each 
for the following sections: Cholera, small- 
pox, diphtheria, typhoid fever and scarlet 
fever; each commissioner to receive a sal- 
ary or" $2,(100 per annum. 


Highway Robbery In Washington. 


WASHINGTON CITY, July 26,— A demand 


is to be madn by citizens of WTashington 
for more policemen. It appears that there 
are but twenty policemen to patrol the 
outside parks and hundreds of suburban 
places, while highway robbery has become 
common in the inside parks and many of 
the most populous streets, owing to a defi- 
ciency in the ntnnber of policemen. Last 
week two ladies, one upward of CO years of 
age, were assaulted by negroes on promi- 
nent streets in midday and made to hand 
over their valuables. 


Nc-w Mo\-e for Speaker Kued. 


WASHINGTON Cm-, July 38.—It is un- 


derstood that Speaker Reed has deter- 
mined, as soon as the minority show a dis- 
position to obstruct legislation or demand 
a quorum for the transaction of business, 
to summon all members to their seats and 
grant no leave of absence, except on ac- 
count, of sickness. Such action would be 
very hard on Republicans am! Democrats 
alike, as there are many members of each 
side absent.

site positions on the matter of submitting 
the question of issuing the bonds to the 
voters of Chicago.
